Like an Earthquake. 
Findlay. Ohio, Dec. 13.—Six hundred 
quarts of n itro glycerin e exploded In a 
magazine on a farm three miles east 
of the city last evening. 
Findlay was 
shaken to its foundations.

not a pane of window-glass left within 
a radius of a mile from the magazine. 
There w as no loss of life. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 13.—Troublo 
for Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick is Increas­ 
ing at a rapid rate. 
She has been 
twice indicted by the grand Jury of 
C uyahoga county, and 
her old tim e 
friend Irl Reynolds took the stand lit 
court and made evident his intention 
to shield and protect her no longer. 
The aged secretary of the W ade Park 
bank presented a pathetic picture as 
he answ ered question after question, 
which brought out his own Implicit 
faith in the woman whoso financial 
transactions have wall-nigh ruined him 
In fortune and caused him such In­ 
finite trouble. 
Only one query he ut 
tem pted to evade. 
This was when he 
was asked how much of his personal 
estate had passed into th e possession 
of Mrs. Chadwick. 
His eyes filled and 
he requested th at he be excused from 
answ ering. 
T he 
question 
was 
not 
pushed. 
The 
formal 
indictm ents 
voted 
against Mrs. Chadwick are based, one 
upon the v arnegle noto for $250,000, 
which was made payable at the office 
of Andrew Carnegie In New' York city, 
and the other upon the Carnegie note 
for $500,000, which was payable at the 
National Bank of Commerce in Now 
York; under each indictm ent are two 
counts, one charging forgery, the oth­ 
er u ttering of forged paper. 
Inform a­ 
tion of the indictm ents was at once 
wired to New York hy County Prose­ 
cutor K eeler and he requested th at 
Mrs. Chadwick be Immediately re ar­ 
rested if 6he secured bail on the other 
charges hanging ever her. 
T he exam ination of Irl Reynolds, 
tre asu rer and secretary of the Wade 
P ark bank, before u eferee Remington 
In the bankruptcy court failed to dis­ 
close any asset that m ight be secured 
by Receiver Loeser appointed by the 
federal court, but brought .from Mr. 
Reynolds in reply to questions, “She 
told 
me 
she 
was 
the 
Illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie." 
L a ter Mr. Reynolds in detailing his 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwick said: 
“In all ray 
transactions with Mrs. 
Chadwick I believed from what she 
told me th a t Andrew C arnegie was 
backing her ;.,nd all her indebtedness 
would be paid.” 
He then added: 
“And I have not 
had anything yet to m ake me doubt 
I t ” 
After the prelim inary questioning 
Mr. Reynolds said he had known Mrs. 
Chadwick seven or eight years and 
Dr. Chadwick all his life. 
In detailing 
how he cam e Into possession of the 
$5,000,000 note bearing th e nam e of 
Andrew Carnegie he said: 
Mrs. Chad­ 
wick called me to her house, I think 
it was March 5, 1903, and said she 
wished to Intrust to me some securi­ 
ties. 
She said she had been advised 
to place them in possession of a third 
party and she wanted me to take care 
of them ." 
The package was produced 
in court, and Mr. Reynolds identified 
the Carnegie note, the m ortgage deed 
and the copies of an alleged trust 
agreem ent. 
Continuing the w itness said: 
"She 
then handed me a paper to sign.” This 
paper w itness did not have with him, 
but as near as he could rem em ber it 
read: 
“I certify that I hold in trust 
for Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick securities 
and a note for $5,000.000." 
The note 
was not endorsed, hut he had no doubt 
th at the alleged m aker of the note was 
back of the woman. 
The contents of 
the package was identified separately 
by Mr. Reynolds, and a t the request 
of the exam ining counsel he marked 
each paper as an exhibit. 
The $5,- 
000,000 note was marked exhibit “A” 
and this is the first tim e it has been 
seen outside of >.ho num erous lawyers 
interested in the case. 
Asked as to other transactions sub­ 
sequent to 1903, Mr. Reynolds said- 
“T here Is one. 
it is a little hanking 
secret, but I’m willing to tel! all. She 
came to me, I think it was In 1904, and 
said she had $ 12,000 In paper payable 
at the Prudential T rust company. 
If 
I would let her have the money she 
would put up 
United States Steel 
bonds In th e morning as collateral. 
I 
consulted my com m ittee and with their 
consent I loaned her the money. 
The 
next day she brought a package which 
she said contained $200,000 in United 
S tates Steel bonds and a $250,000 cer­ 
tificate, which I was to hold in trust 
for her under the sam e conditions as 
the previous package. 
I held these 


nut IT a month ago, when In th e pre». J 
enoo of several gentlemen they were 
< 
ed. 
It was about the time Mr 
" t o n began his suit. 
Th.*y con 
1 
od bonds, all right, but they word 
h t Steel bonds." 
When asked what they were Mr 
Reynolds 
said: 
"T here 
were 
flvo 
$ 1.000 bonds Of the Homo Telegraph 
company of N iagara ami certificates 
of the Buckeye Fish Company." 
Ju st before he was appointed cus 
todlan of this last package Mr Rev 
nobis say« Mr8. rh ad w iok cam e to the 
bank one ifternooa wit , a package she 
«aid contained Steel bonds. 
“T hen 
were as many as you could carry in 
your two arm«." he said 
"She left 
them in the \ault and when she re 
turned from Europe she took them 
away, saying sin1 had been advised to 
put such a vast amount of valuable pa 
per in a better vault." 
He last saw her Nov. 10 
She do 
shed t•» go East and had no money. 
He cashed a check on the Lincoln 
Trust company of New York 
It was 
returned 
m arked 
“Account 
c lo s e d ” 
He took it out of the W ade Park bank, 
paid It and hag it jn his possession 
He brought the Newton debt to her 
attention and advised her to go East 
and raise tho money and settle the 
whole affair, and he thought she wont 
East to see Andrew Carnegie 
“Hhv 
has fooled mo." doelareil Mr Reynolds, 
and many men sm arter than mo; she 
has pulled tho wool over everybody’s 
eyes." 
Then with a faint smile, as 
though tho hum or appealed to him 
despite his troubles, he said: 
"Once 
she wrote to me to ask if 1 needed help 
because of the run on the hank.” 
W itness had Been no other notes but 
had seen a check which was sent to 
his house when be was 111. 
It was for 
$60,000 and had Andrew Carnegie’s 
nam e signed to it. 
W hether any mon 
ey was ever procured on It ho did not 
know. 
As to the value of Mrs. Chadwick’s 
household 
fitting; 
Mr. 
Reynolds 
thought tnoy ffiigat be worth about 
$200.000 
He said he took a chattel 
mortgage about 
two y^arn ago, but 
had never recorded It. 
rhls concluded the examination of 
Mr. Reynolds and the hearing was put 
over until S aturday for the presimce 
of further witnesses. 
These, it fa un­ 
derstood, an* Mr« Chadwick and her 
non Emil. 
If they are not In this city 
by that time the examination will be 
put over Htill further.

Dr. Chadwick Talks. 
Paris, Dec. id. 
Dj-, Leroy 8 . Chad­ 
wick of Cleveland, Ohio, whose wife, 
( assie L. 1 hadwlck, is held a prisoner 
In New York, chargod with fraud» of a 
financial nature, has been living here 
quietly for some time, occupying quar­ 
ters In a hotel in the center of Paris, 
but owing to the notoriety of hia wife’s 
affairs, he haa observed the greatest 
seclusion. 
“Concerning my relation« 
with Mrs. C h id wick, I will exptftia 
them on my retu rn 
to the United 
States.’’ said Dr. Chadwick. 
"As to 
any real estate which she asserts Bho 
may have, th at is a m atter of public 
record, and her personal means 1 will 
not talk about. 
N aturally I am faking 
a great interest in the case, but I have 
not seen any lawyers relative to my 
status. 
Although I have not yet takon 
any definite steps concerning sailing. 
1 intend leaving Paris for the United 
States In a week or ten days.”
